Conference of President and Many 


Officials at the White House. 


Washington, May 26. "An important conference 


of high officials lasting several hours, was held with 
the president at the White House today. Among 
those present were Secretaries Long and Alger, Gen. 
Miles, Adjutant General Corbin, Captains Mahon and 
Crowninshield and Admiral Siccard, of the naval 
strategy board. None of the participants are willing 
to speak of matters discussed beyond a statement that 
it was the first time the strategy board had joined the 
other officials in a conference with the president, and 
that the whole field of military and naval operations 
was gone over. Ihere is reason to believe, however, 
that plans for active operations against Cuba, Porto 
Rico and the Philippines in the near future, if it shall 
be definitely ascertained that the Cape Verde fleet is 
in Santiago bay, were thoroughly discussed. 
This is 


believed to be the president's purpose in calling for 
75,000 more volunteers, and it is said that possibly 
another call will bs made as rapidly as the troops 
can be equipped, until the effective force of the army 
will be sufficient to make short work of the Spanish 
forces wherever and whenever encountered.

•control of the Island when Spain asks 
that she be allowed to make terms. The 
movement to Porto Rioo has been de- 
layed only until the fleet of Ccivera could

"Porto Rioo," said one ot the presl- 


dent'i closest advisers in all tbings mili- 
tary,'is the key to the whole situation 


now. 
It must be taken at once. The 


fall ot Cuba will quickly follow the occu- 
pation of Forto Rioo as a natural se- 
quence. We must take possession of the 
island and bold It permanently. We can- 
not annex Cuba. From that we are 
barred by our declaration to set up a 
alable, independent government. But no 
stipulation Interferes with tbe taking of 
Porto Rico. That island is the key to 
the present situation. Ooonpatinn of It 


inexpedient for the highest immediate 
military reasons, and permanent posses- 
sion of it is desirable, beoause It will give 
us the naval base in the West Indies 


which WB need in view of the early con- 
struction of the Nicaragua Canal," 


Porto Rico to be Taken, 


Porto Rico is to be taken at once. 
It 


may be tbe troops will land there as soon 
as they do on Cuban soil. Certainly the 


two movements will be almost simultan- 


eous. There is something mere than the 
intent frr tbe speedy climax of the war 
in this vigorous prosecution of tbe Porto 
Rico campaign. A hint has cone to the 


United States, through diplomatic chan- 
nels, that If this government has any 
wiib to possess Porto Rico the movement 
bad better not ba delayed, in view ot 
Spain's 
desperate condition 
and the 


s'rong probability of a collapse of_her de- 


fence. 


If the United States Is to bold Forto 


Rico, onr position will be tbe beat possi- 
ble If we have actnal possession when tbe 
terms of peace are arranged. 
If Spain 


should suddenly sue, before the United 
States had taken Porto Rioo, It would be 
more difficult to obtain title. Other na- 
tions might feel that they must be con- 


sulted. Nothing can be said if Porto 
Rico is now occupied as a military mean- 
ore, and when the war is over the United 
States can insist on'oontlnuoos possession, 
making tbe island answer for part of the 
indemnity. Snob is the argument whloh 
prompts the government's decision. 


The suggestion of, the wisdom of im- 


mediate occupation of Porto Rioo came 


from a source that entitled it to atten 
tlon. Germany has had an eye on Porto 
Rioo. It Is within the possibilities that 
that government might lead In a protest 


if tbe United States, after tha war, tried 
to take possession of the island wthont 
any previous action. In every way, for 
immediate reasons and with a new to 


termination was reached to send the expe- 
dition aa soon as it can be started. 


And partly to give the world a fresb 


evidence of the purpose and preparedness 


of tba United States, 75,000 more men 
will be pnt nnder arms, making the 
aggregate of the armies 280,500.

Great Throngs of English People 


Pass the Bier of the Dead. 


LONDON, May 
28.—May 38.—Re- 


markably impressive scenes have been 
witnessed at Westminster Abbey since 
this morning when arrivals commenced of 
those anxious to view the remains of 
Gladstone. Tbe line formed continually

Irat for some little time. It is posjsibly. 
me that at the competitions in which 
:he flre companies participated thl« 
record has been lowered, but the Boch- 
satcr firemen made thdr run at a regn- 
lation fire, and the timing thereof was 
tn accident This time, which U dea- 
ined to become famous, is 70 seconds 
from the moment the alarm wa» vtrnck 
itt natll water was thrown from the 
nozzle at the end of fhe line of hose. 


It so happened that this department, 


of which John Boylhart Is chief, baa 
no engine to bother with, for the water 
power has sufficient force to throw a 
stream over the highest building in the 
place, rendering an engine unnecessary. 


The ofher day the alarm Atruck In 


|ust a»a member of tlieltoolu*ter police 
force 
stepped Into th* 
firehouse. 


The happy thought struck this) police- 
man of timing the run, and Kfe, without 
saying anything to the firemen, he 
noted the exact moment when tbe bell 
loundedi, and started at once for the 
scene ot tbe fire, three blocks distant. 
Within 70 seconds from the time the 
policeman looked at his watch, the 
stream of water was playing on th« 
Sre. This is what Chief Boylhart has 
to say concerning the event: 


''In regard to that run of ours, I 


should like to have It understood that 
it was not a trial run to see what time 
we could make, but a straight flre 
alarm; and the distance was three 
blocks, or a little more, from the en- 
gine house. The time, from the sound- 
ing of the bell until we were throwing 
tvater, was just one minute and ten sec- 
onds. 


"You see, we have been making good 


time right along, and people have been 
BO kind as to think that we are un- 
usually speedy; so considerable inter- 
est has been takeruinioiur performances. 
Nevertheless, we have not sought for 
records, but merely acted on the prin- 
eiple that should actuate every fireman 
—that the quicker the time he makes 
'he better is he performing his duty. 


"Thus it is plain that the time re- 


forded was simply what we considered 
a business run. 
Naturally, we are 


much aided in making speedy time by 
'he fact that it is unnecessary for us 
to have an engine, nn,d that our wag-onp 
are of as light build as possible and 
oar teamsi spirited. 


"To me, however, it all seems to dem- 


onstrate that, while flre competitions 
are unquestionably good things to ad- 
vance the efficiejwry of fire departments 
tn general, if some of the records real- 
ly made in the course of a fireman's or- 
3inary duties were given, the prize runs 
would not be so highly rated as they 
are now."
